Any good garden soil that is well drained will do. 
Partial shade is generally a little better than full sun. Use 
no fresh manure. 


The bulbs are guaranteed true to name and none but 
sound bulbs are delivered. We will replace all that arrive in 
damaged condition or refund your money if you return the 
bulbs. They vary in size from 3 to 12 inches in circumfer- 
ence, according to the species.
